R.A.F. Difficulties 
In Crete 


CRETE, June 1 Reuter).—A 
senior Royal Air Force officer 
giving a general review of the 
situation in the light of events 
in Greece ‘and Crete, estimated 
that the total number of planes 
used by the Germans in Crete 
was about 1,000 with the number 
destroyed running into hundreds;

Palllative Work 


“So much of the work that we do 
In Hongkong Js palliative, an attempt 
to alleviate the poverty and distress, 
which, in spite of Government anu 
voluntary effort, steadily increases. 
There is little of constructive soclal 
work: possible in cenditions of mass 
poverty. But when we consider the 
work of the Deaf and Dumb School 
we realise that the children who are 
recelving the patient and intelligent 
teaching and care of Miss Lel and 
her.. staff are being prepared for 
.citizenship and to be self-supporting, 
‘self-respecting members of the com- 
munity. Not only is the Deaf and 
Dumb School carrying out this con 
structive . humanitarian work for 
children who, through their: disabill- 
Hties, are most in need of our help, 
but the School is a pioneer research 
-centre.from which we can, learn the 
‘best methods of training deat and 
dumb children. | We all look for- 
ward to the time when Government 
can educate ‘all the children in the 
community and,can provide schools 
as we find ‘them in Great. Britaln for 
our physically and mentally defec- 
tlve children. When the time comes 
the courageous efforts that have 
-been—made—by —-the—-Deaf—and,- 
Dumb School will be of. great ser- 
vice in planning a system of schools 
for physically defective children. 


“The immediate need for funds fs 
for new buildings to be erected in 
the New Territories. The present 
bulldings require certain alterations 
to comply. with the regulations of the 
Sanitary Department. These will 
be very expensive and rather than 
spend moncy on the existing inadc- 
quate school, the Council have de-~ 
elded to try and raise funds for a 
new. school, which in addition to 
tetiching lip reading sounds by the 
use of mirrors, a ‘general primary 
school education and handwork, will 
olso be able to: train children in 
agriculture. Although fees are paid 
by some of the children and ‘ao 
Government grant has been made 
to the school, voluntary contributions 
are urgently needed,

At the conclusion of the demon- 
stration Mrs N, L. Smith, Chairman 
of the Building Fund Committee, 
made an appeal’ an. behalf of the 
Fund, She explained the special ap-

for the Building Fund. The Sale,

Hugh ‘Walpole | Dies 
Of Heart Attack _ 


London, June 1. 
: sir Hugh Walpole, riovelist, died 
of n_ heart attack to-day, after 0 
week's: illngss at-“his-‘home in 
Manesty, Cumberland. He was-:aged 
57 yenrs.—Reuter, . 


Hugh Seymour Walpole was born 
at Auckland, ~New ‘Zealand, His 
father, Inter Bishop of Edinburgh, 
was incumbent of the Auckland pro- 
cathedral and Warden ‘of St John's 
College, but Jeft New Zealand in 
1889 to become a professor at the 
General Theological Seminary, New 
York, and the boy was sent to be 
‘educated in‘England—at the King's 
School, Canterbury. .There one of 
his masters was ‘Inn Hay (Beith),

Walpole went on to Emmonuel 
College, Cambridge. He had intend- 
ed to become a clergyman and spent 
n year with the-Livernool Mission to 
Seamen, but found that this was not 
hiy vocation. Then he was a moster 
in a-provinclal boarding school, but 


“) after a year of it he gave up teach- 


ing for writing and in two years‘ 
had found his feet. - 

Walpole’s first secess was “Mr 
Perrin and Mr Traill.". . 

This depressing picture, based oa 
lily school exneriences, was not his 
first book, He had already written 
“The Wooden Horse” and “Maradicic 
at Forty.” In his early days he owed 
much to harks Marriott, the 
novelist, and he was also helped by 
Arnold ‘Bennett, H. G, Wells, Gals- 
worthy, Edmund: Gosse and Henry 
James. Jeyes' of the ‘Standard’ | 
gave him ‘books:to review. This 
work kept him pfolng until "Forti~ 
tude”, published in 1013, established 
his position and opened the Ameri-— 
can. market to him, Then’ came 
“The Duchess of Wrexe"”, an excel- 
lent study of an autocratic old lady. 

When the war broke out, Walpole 
went to Russia to: serve ‘with the 
Red Cross . at the front,. His ex- 
periences inspired two remarkable 
books, ‘The Dark Forest” written in 
the Russian manner, and “The 
Secret City", which was awarded the 
Talt Black Prize.

In 1915 a Russian detachment had 
retreated, leaving a wounded man 
on_the river bank which_could only. 
“be reached by a piank. bridge swept 
by fire. Walpole pleaded for some- 
one to go back with him and rescue 
the .maon, A Russ!lan volunteered 
and, defying death, they, carried him 
back. For this. the Russian Govern- 
ment gave Walpole the Gcorgian 
Medal and on his return’ to England 
he was awarded the C.B.E, 

Walpole was. the. author of over 40 
books, “The Green Mirror” is a 
clever study of pprer middle class 
life In London. In “The Young En- 
chanted” he dealt with "post-war 
England and the point of view of, the 
younger -gencration. The “Jeremy” 
books ure omusing stories of boy- 
hood. One. of his _finést novels’ ts 
‘The Cathedral.” It describes life 
among the clergy of the minster in 
the manner of Trollope and hns a 
séquei, “Harmer John.” 
play “The Cathedral", based on the 
novel, wns produced. “Rogue 
Herries," the first of a family “saga” 
of four long volumes, ‘appeared .in 
1930. The scene is sect in the Lake 
District and the nection . covers a 
period from 1732-to the Victorlan 
era. The succeeding three volumes 
appeared ‘in the three successive 
years: they were “Judith Paris,” 
‘The Fortress” and ‘Vanessa.”. The 
series ‘constitufed a fine historical 
novel, for Walpole was a master of 
narrative, but he was. inclined: to be 
verbore.. He was'.an admirer of 
Scott ‘and Trollope.
